Jack Hare Jr., is not well engaged 
at Saratoga. He has only two eiigagonieiits at the 
Spa. in tlie Delaware Ilandlciip of $3. .">00 at one 
mile, and the Saranac Handicap of $3,0(H> at one 
mile.

Ids .istnlc and aceomplished 
trainer, nniioiinced not long ago that the colt would 
Is* reserved far races in wliicli he is under engage- 
ment to meet opiMincnts of ids own age, rather 
than those in wliicli he would b<> plttisl against 
alder opis>sitian. 

Tialner Weir explains tlie colt’s absence from tlic 
imiKirtant long-distance races at Saratoga on tlie 
ground tliat wlien he went into winter quarters last 
fall, it was with a nsord that b'd his trainer to 
Is'lieve tliat he would turn out to is* piiri'ly a sprin- 
ter. Blit the son of Maratlion — Moon’et lias devel- 
o|H-d an iiiiKiis{icctod abilit.v to stay well in Ids 
tliree-.vear-old form and natur.iUy liis trainer now 
regrets ids failure to engage him more liberall.v 
in the early closing stakes of the season. 

But on the otlicr liaiid. he consoles himself by th( 
tlioiiglit tliat it may turn out to tic a blessing in 
disguise, for the eolt will fiiiisli the season in 
Is'tter eonditioii for riicing less frequently tliiin 
otherwise would have been the case and may be a 
lM‘lt<‘r liorse next year in eoiise«nieiie<'. At that, 
he is likely to liave a busy f:ill enmpaign, for Mr. 
Weir has decided to iioniinate him for all the im- 
IMirtant events for liorst's of his age to lx* run on 
the metropolitan tracks during the fall season, anil 
if tin* Mar.vliind tracks come forward witli any 
attractive events, lie will lx* ixiinted for them as 
Wl'Il. 

If Ids Saratoga debut is made in tlie Saranac 
Handicap. rac*e-g<xTs at tlie Spa will not si*e this 
INiinilar eolt in action until the meeting is nearly 
over, for tile Saranac Handicap will not lx* run 
until August 21. It is ixissihle, of lamrse, tliat lu 
will take part in an overniglit race in preparn 
lion for his engagement in tills rac*«'.

But it is unlikely tliat' the son of I’eter 
Quince — I’heix* G. will fill many of his niimeroiis 
Saratoga engagenieiits unless he improves greatly 
in tlie immediate future. 

Trainer Max Ilirseh, who developed the colt and 
raced liini so effectlvi'ly last year, had higli ho|x*s

Everylxxl.v knows tliat 
it is sometimes disastrous to siisix'iid a liorse’s 
training atiriiptly, as beeanie necessary in I’aiqi’s 
ease, when lu* develoix-d a curb after Ix'ing well 
advanced hi Ids training for ids season’s engage- 
ments. It will Ix' II matter for general regret 
should it turn out that the mishap lias really given 
I’app a setback from which lie is not destiind to 
recover for this year’s racing.

Tlie shortage of offerings 
must not be placssl to the lack of domestic hrecdiiig 
or want of confiilcnco in tlic iniliistr.v. It is at- 
tributable to a (simbination of eaiises. Tin' iiiori* 
fashionable establlshnii'nts raee all their own stock 
or scl! it later on.

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FOCH'S NAME AS GREAT AS JOFFRE’S 



“Siii<-«- writes a leadine French critic. 

" tlic name of F(h-Ii lias siithlcnly, throughout the 
entin- world, la-i-onie as treat as that of Joffre.” 
And the entin* world, iucliidiiii; all of tJcrinaiiy, that 
really knows the facts, iiudouhteilly aKrws with liim. 

Hour liy hour, as tlie treat allied victory lK-twe<-u 
the Aisiw and the Marne develolis. France realiws 
nion- tlie tenius of tiie mail who lias broutht it 
alMiiit and liow sound was the action of the allies in 
decidiiit;. in spite of their long hesitation, to place 
the fate of tlie wliole of their armies and their own 
prii-eh-ss future in the hands of tliis one great 
soldl«*r. 

For dn-ary. Iieart-lireaking months murmurs of 
“Why doesn’t Fm-h attack?” were fn^iuently heard. 
With F<h-!i alone, however, was the kiiowhslge of all 
the real facts of the situation. Si'veral of these 
facts niiglit have causeil a panic had they Ix-en al- 
loweil to lie«-«me generally known and only the 
futim“ will n-veal to the world liow i-ritical. almost 
ilcspenite. was tlie allied iHisition at more tiiau one 
Juncture. 

Hen. FiK-h knew that in spite of all apiR-arauces, 
tin- only jMissihle chance was to wait. To every in- 
patieiit minister who, while abating none of his 
rimfideiKa* in the generalissimo, yet failed to sch' 
tlie fachi truly as did tlie great soldier wiio was 
strong «*n<iugh to refrain from all attempts at 
advertisement. F<k-1i answered, “Attendez, atteu 
«lcz,” (wait, wait). 

The Hermans, witli characteristic psychological 
Idiiudering, mistook Foch’s patient logic for inherent 
weakness. Fraiuv, their muddle-lieaded and always 
overrated intelligence system told tliem, was down 
and out and had no longer men to fight for lier, nor 
generals to l«‘ad tliem. Herman scorn of Fram-e, 
lias«‘d on Iniuglit and (loorl.v paid for “intelligence,” 
was one of tlie great factors F<m-Ii reliwi on to lead 
tliem into the fatal blunder wliich, beginning last 
w«s'k. lamled the flower of their armies in the des- 
IH-rately critical situation in which they find them- 
selves now. 

Wlieii Houraiid in the Champagne abandoned Mor- 
onvillers lieiglits Is-fore tlie Hermans even reacheti 
them, tile ourusliiug Hermans lielieved the French 
n'lill.v were helpless and tlieir triiimiih at hand. 
When Itertlielot’s army gave ground in front of 
K|H-rna.v, tlie Herman commanders sliisik hands with 
one aiiother and tlie kaisiT came out to see the 
triumph of ids arms. Then, to the eiiem.v’s un- 
utterable uuiaz<‘nieut, Fim-Ii’s moment came. Uouraud 
had mendy playcsl tin- trick of a clever jiu jitsu 
student in the Champagne. From his real positions 
lieliiiid he liad tlie Herman masses under terrible 
fir*‘, and his gunners who, knowing every inch of 
the ground and every yard of the distauce, heaiied 
tlK- abandoned French lines witli Herman dead. 

IbTthelot also gave ground before Em-rnay, but 
wlien the enemy, already shouting “victory,” 
liurleil themselves against the French commander’s 
Italian. French au<l American fona's, tlu'y found a 
wall of ivsistauce that said, “Thus far and no 
farther.” The arrival of lilR-ral reiufori-emeuts, in 
the slni'K- of several divisions of well-seasoned Brit- 
isli tr(Hi|is, relieved Berthelot of all immediate auxi- 
et.v. Having now got the enemy fatall.v entangled in 
tlie depth of their own salient, far from the possi- 
bility of effective help from the north, and with 
tbousainls of them iiivcdved in the dangerous adven- 
ture south of the Marne, while Houraud in the 
Champagne was holding cluH-rfiilly like a wall of 
brass, Foch suddenly made his trcuiendous and long 
foresemi thrust iulo the exiHised flank of the mad- 
d<-n«-d bull betwtH-n 8<ds.sous and Chateau-Thierry. 

Herniau amazement at this inexplicable lightning 
stroke fnau a din’ctiou from which they were firmly 
«-onvin«-ed no danger could come was onl.v ei|ualed by 
the disorder into wliicli they were thrown by this 
triple destruction of all their tn-meiidous aud scieu- 
tifh-all.v thought out plan. 

That was onl.v the beginning of Focli’s triumph 
over the men who claim to be the greatest military 
leaders in the world. How great that triumph will 
l«‘ Is'fon* the iiresent battle is over can only be 
gaugisl for a moment by the degree of his success 
in preventing the Hermans from extricating their 
di-featiul and demoralized armies from the critical 
situation in which he placed them lietwc-eu the 
Marne and the Aisne. 

Fis-h’s great attack against the flank of the Ger- 
main salient is iM-ing compared in many tiuarters to 
the offensive b.v wliich Mauour.v in lOl-l. with his 
so-called taxicab army, drove von Kluck back across 
the Maine. The two offensives only su(M'rficiall.v 
Iwar comparison. Manoury’s offensive, that sound 
••ritic. Heneral laicroix, iMiints out, was the prelude 
to a strategic re-establishment conceived aud carried 
out b.v Joffre, the result of which drove the Herman 
lines liack to the north of the Aisne. In the pres- 
ent battle, For-li’s flank attack has develoiM'd into 
a priiici|i.-il o|H*ration. 

“Alread.v,” says General Lacroix, “it has forc«*d 
the eiiem.v, while putting up a most active resist- 
ance, to abandon little by little the terrain of his 
recent offensive in order to concentrate on a new 
line of resistance. 'riiere are yet some severe 
struggles to come, but the initiative of o(KTations 
has chaiigr-d hands, ami that is the capital iHiiiit. 
F<k-Ii wilKd it; he knew bow to take advantage of 
the oiijHirtuuity, and he will never let go his grip.”

PRESENT WEALTH OF UNITED STATES

'I'liat was an iimier- 
cstimate apparentl.v, for tliesr* taxes will pridiably 
yiidd not less than $4,(K)0.<KK».ihiu. Mr. laiiisilale 
calls attention to the fact that tliese figures prove 
the truth of a statement that was made by some 
bigli authorities liefon* we lR>gan to incur a great 
war di'bt, for it was assi-rted b.v these .nitliorities 
that it would be p«'rfe<-tl.v eas.v for our national 
debt, which before the Euroiamu war was about 
M.uuu.UUO.tMiO, to be immediately paid off. — New 
York Correspondent. 



“Franci' is bled wliite.” This is the phrase 
whicli has Is'en almost dinned into our ears during 
the last few moiitlis. It is, tlicrefore, well that 
a liigli and trustworthy authority should tell the 
world the facts as they are at this critical hour 
in the history of France. M. Stepliane Lauzanne, 
editor of The Paris Matin and memln'r of the 
Fnmcli War Mission to the United States, has 
given in his new book. “Figliting France,” some 
remarkable facts and figures wliich show lieyond 
(luestion the utter falsity of the familiar words 
quoted above. 

France has suffered terribly, of course, aud is 
still suffering the loss of the flower of her manhood 
and the destruction of some of her fair«>st terri- 
tories. But it is not true tliat she is worn out. 
If “bloody” she is still “unlKiwed.” France lias an 
army numerically aud materially stronger that it 
was at the iM-ginning of the war. Tliere is hardly 
aii.vthing more extraordinary tlian the effort of 
France in regard to the munitions industry. In 1914 
it was at last only small; to<lay it is equal to the 
Herman industry and is being drawn on by the 
.lilies in their common cause. The official figures 
an* almost incredible, aud yet the facts are un- 
doubted. 

A worn-out nation will also suffer financially, 
tlirougii an empt.v treasury and ruined citizens. And 
yet France herself has provided most of the money 
slie ne<‘ded for the war aud has also made loans to 
her allies. In spite of everything, France has 
raised tliree huge national loans wliicli represent 
three times the amount of the war indemnity she 
paid to Prussia in 1871. 

Even rvconst ruction has alrt>ady commenced, aud 
the commissions whi<-h have br-en aiqiointed have 
(laid advances amounting to a larg<‘ sum. More 
tl;an llO.IMMl.OOO of francs have up to the present 
been exiaunled for the reconstruction of the lilieratt'd 
ivgious. .\nd it need only be meutioued, in passing, 
tliat the French colonial empire remains intact, 
while the Herman colonies have disappeared. 

But tlie supreme proof of tlie vitality of France 
is seen in the magnitict'nt morale of lier soldiers and 
tlie ardent patriotism of her citizens. At the pres- 
ent moment the way in which tlie Frencli soldiers 
are ni'-'eting the onslaught of the Hermans is calling 
out the enthusiastic admiration of the world, wliile 
the iiobilit.v of her womanhood in the fa<-e of awful 
losses is tlie respectful wonder of us all. 

Two episodes will suffice to show tlie uucoiuiuera- 
Ide sjiirit of France to day. When Madame Castel- 
iiau, wife of General Castelnau, was told of tlie 
third deatii among her sous, the fourth aud last be- 
ing a prisoner in Hemiany, the already stricken 
mother s,ud to the priest who came with the news: 
“1 know wliat you are going to tell me. Goil’s will 
lie done. But the mothers of France would be wrong 
in weeping for me. Let them envy me.” 

To the same effect are the words of an old aud 
IMHir woman wiioin the gendarmes found one night 
crouche<l on a grave that was still fresh. It was 
near Verdun. Let M. I>auzauue himself tell what 
hapiM'Ucd aud what she said to the gendarmes: 

“ ’I come from La Uochelle. Five of my sous 
have already fallen in the war. I have come here 
to see where the sixth is buried — the sixth, my last 
sou.’ Movwl by tlie tragic grandeur of the siglit. 
the gendarmes rendered her military honors and 
present»‘d arms. ’The mother rose and uttered the 
words her dead and her ht-art insidred: ‘Even so, 

Vive la France.’ ” i 

'riiis is not being “bled white.” It Is the white- 
ness of the purest, siiblimest patriotism. Such a 
IR-ople can never die. — 'roronto Globe. 



GERMAN SPY SYSTEM IN THIS COUNTRY 



The idalHirateness of the Gt^rman sii.v system in 
this couutiy, its extraordinary organization, proved 
its uniloing in the hour of crisis. 

In a single office of a railwa.v company or other 
large Anu'rican bpsiuess establishment employing 
loo to 300 men there might have iR'cn three or 
four German spies working in the same room for 
years aud not one of them even suspecting that any 
of the others was a fellow spy. In tlie United 
States, at least, a German spy never knows who is 
just almve him in rank or who is just below him. 
As a matter of fact, each one is ordered to nqKirt 
to just one man in the United States and to receive 
instructions onl.v from that man. 'I’o understand 
the wrecking of the system on April (5, 1917, take 
the entirely suppos.ible case of a German spy lo- 
cated in Omaha, wlio had not Ir'i-ii discovered by the 
Ih-partmeut of Justice, aud consequently was not 
seized during the round-up on April d. He would 
iiave known just one other German spy in the 
United States, this iM-ing a man in Chicago, iR-r- 
haps. to whom he reiKirted and fr«im wliom lie re- 
cidved orilers. But wliile tlie Omalia man escaped 
arrest, his suiierior in Chicago was seized. Of 
course, the Omaha spy liad no meaus of knowing 
that the Chicago man hud been seized; all he knew 
was that after April (5 he did not liear from the 
Chicago sjiy and could not get into communication 
with liim. The Chicago man had simply dis- 
aiMR-ared without leaving a trace of his where- 
alRUits. Here. then, was the Omalia spy completely 
isolated, still at liberty, but marooned in a foreign 
laud, not knowing or even susiR-ctiug the identity 
of a single other spy planted here by the German 
government. He had nobody to turn to, nobody 
whom he could trust, nolHMly from whom he coulil 
receive instructions. The German sjiy machine had 
been organized with such elalRirate secrecy that 
when a single link was broken the chain fell to 
pieces. — Century. 



the WORLD’S SEA LOSSES 



.\ccording to the official figures of the British 
Admiralty, Hermany’s U-lmats, sea raiders, and the 
elements have accounted for ll,827,.i72 gross tons 
of allied and neutral shipping during the three and 
a lialf years of war ended December 31, 1917, Of 
this huge total, 7,079,491.* tons represent the loss 
siistaiiKsl by tlreat Britain. Following the declara- 
tion of niistricted submarine warfare on Januaty 
31. 1917, the quarter comprising the mouths of April, 
May and June was the most disastrous. During that 
IRTiiMl. 1.3t;i.870 tons of British aud 870,tKU tons 
of foreign sliipping were sunk. 

The world’s net loss, considered apart from that 
of the central (Riwers. of ismrse, amounts to 
”,<Kt2.1S*7 tons. Xew ships Intinched in tlie United 
Kingdom since the outbreak of hostilities total 
. 1 , 031 , .Vir. tons, while those built by tilher countries, 
aside from the enemy, bring the figure to r.,C>(M:,27.'i 
tons. 

Enemy vessels, to the extent of 2,.1S9,000 tons 
have bcH'u captured aud brought into service. This 
tonnage added to that constructed during the war, 
mukiiig u tuUl of 9,195,273. 



STRATEGIC IMPORTANCE OF SOISSONSIhOW SHELL SHOCK MANIFESTS ITSELF 



Soissons is a name frequeutl.v se«-n in dail.v dis- 
paches from the seat of war on the west front. Of 
interest then is tlie following war geography bul- 
letin on Ktiissoiis issued by the National Geographic 
Soedetj- : 

“Tlie strategic importance of Soissons, a cit.v of 
14.000 inhabitants at the time of the outbreak of 
the World war, is due chiefly to the fact that it is 
a great railroad center. It is situated on the left 
bank of the Aisne, twenty-five miles east of 
Compiegne and thirt.v-five miles west of Itheims. 
Oil tile I’aris-Laoii railroad it is sixty-five miles 
northeast of the capital and twenty-two miles 
southwi'st of Laon. 

“Before the war Soissons was an imiRirtant center 
for the grain trade of Northern France and was 
especiall.v noted for its haricot beaus. Its most 
flourishing industries were iron and copper foun- 
dries, iMiiler and agricultural implement factories, 
straw hat and glass works. 

“Soissons is one of the oldest cities in France. 
Before the advent of the Itomaiis it was the chief 
cit.v of tile Suessioiies, wlio held twelve towns of 
Gallia Belgica. Divitiacus, one of their most power- 
ful kings, extended his sway even bt'yond the sea, 
among the Britons. 

“The city’s present status as a railroad center 
is an inheritance of many centuries, for in ancient 
times it was a starting iioiiit of military roads to 
Itheims, Chateau-'rhlerry, Meaux, I’aris, Amiens aud 
St. Quentin. It was at Soissons that Ulovis, King 
of the Saliau Franks, defeated the Itoman general, 
Syagrius, and it was here tliat he married the 
Christian rrineess Clotilda. Three years after the 
marriage the king and 3,000 Franks were baptized. 

“A short distance down the Aisne, on the opjioslte 
bank, are the ruins of the famous Abbey of St. 
Medard, where I’epiii the Short was crowned by St. 
Boniface, the papal legate. It w'as in this abbey, 
also, that the famous Abelard of Abelard and Helois 
memory, is said to have been imprlsoiieil. In this 
vicinity, too, Thomas-a-Becket, the fighting English 
prelate of Henry II. ’s time, lived during his long 
sojourn in France. Louis, the DelRiiialr, one of tlie 
most iiiihapp.v of French kings, made two enforced 
stays here as the captive of his uudiitiful sons. 

“No doubt, when the present war is over, Sois- 
sous win erect a second moiiumeiit to commemorate 
those of its citizens who Inive fallen before the 
ruthless warfare of the Huns. In the Place de la 
Kepublique tlu>re was erected in 1901 a memorial 
to tile citizen shot by tlie Germans in the war of 
1870.” 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



Latest news from tlie west front shows that the 
Hermans are slowly yielding along the southern arc 
of the Marne salient. The American-Fraiico forces 
on the front nortlieast of Chateau 'riiierr.v have 
driven the Germans almost entirely out of the 
wooiled area wliich they have been so stublRjriil.v 
defending. The advance of the aliies is bringing 
them still nearer to tlie important road juncture 
of Fere-eii-Tardeiiois. American triRqis have dis- 
covered at Brec.v, uortli of Cluiteau Thierry, em- 
placements of Herman siilRT-caniioii which Ixmi- 
barded towns behind the front and, perhaps, Paris. 

Antwerti has been fined l.lKMl.OtH) francs and Jan 
Devos, the burgomaster, has been deposed by the 
Hermans because of recent liapiR’iiiiigs in the cit.v. 
the Belgique Dagbl-jd says. Activists celebrating 
the 11th of July were beaten and a numiR-r of Ac- 
tivist prisoners of war from Hoettlngen were lialf 
killed b.v inhabitants for carrying on anti-Belgian 
Iiroimgaiida in the city. Doctors refused to attend 
tlie men. whom the.v called “traitors,” and were 
coiise(|uentl.v deported to Germaii.v. 

Premier Lloyd George lias anuouiici'd in iR-half of 
the government that all men willfully absent from 
work on or after Monday, July 29, will be deemed 
to liave voluntarily placed themselves outside the 
munitions industries. Protection ci-rtificates will 
cease to have effect aud the men will become 
liable to tlie provisions of the military service act, 
the premier added. 

With 50,000 troops sent last week, the number 
>f American soldiers transportisl overseas during 
July is eX(R;cted to reacli a record of 300,000, Secre- 
tar.v Baker and Geii. March, chief of staff, yester- 
day told members of the Senate Military Committee. 
With the shipment of men last week, the total 
number of American troops embarking for France 
was 1,250,000. 

A new world’s record in destroyer construction 
has been established at the Mare Island (California) 
nav.v yard, in the commissioning of the W’ard. sev- 
enty days after her keel was laid. The Ward was 
laiinclied seventeen aud a half days after the first 
plate was laid. Fomerly it required twenty-four 
moutlis to construct a destroyer in this country. 

The capture of Le Charmel b.v American forces 
in tlieir advance bcdwifn the Ourcii aud the Marne 
is reiiorted in Gen. Pershing’s communique received 
at the War Department yesterday. 

Henry Wattersou, veteran editor of the Courier- 
Journal, will shortly retire, owing to the sale of 
liis own and the Halderman family’s interests in the 
paper to Judge U. W. Bingham. 

Trained combat troops from France have begun 
to arrive in Italy, Gen. March announced yesterday 
at his regular conference with ne%vspaiR‘r men. 



THE MISERABLE SLACKERS 



It is said that about 100 deserters from the 
United States army are eking out a miserable ex- 
istence at the Mormon settlement in northern Mex- 
ico. Despised by the Mexican neighbors and 
liauuted by the consciousness of tlieir guilt, they 
are pitiful objects. In the Arkansas hills aud 
woods are other such men witliout a country, being 
hunted down, sometimes giving up their lives 
ignobly instead of saving their souls by doing their 
part in the defense of home and country. 

What a choice! In the hoiR- of present safety 
these slackers have taken a course that proves them 
willing to give up the country that is defending 
them to the enemy invader to work his will in 
wholesome slaughter, in the ruin of cities, in the 
torture aud death of women aud children and in 
the slavery of the survivors, including tlieniselves. 

Tiie guilt of tile man wlio deserts his country 
in her time of need is the worst possible guilt. 
Tacitl.v. he is an aid to the enemy and a traitor 
to the mother who bore him. Unless altogether 
brutalized and degraded, there is no rest for him 
waking or dreaming tliis side the grave. His only 
hope of relief is in giviiis himself up to take such 
punishment us the law may inflict. — St. Louis Post 
Dispatch. 



’riie way in whlcIi shell sliis-k manifests itself 
varies greatly in different imliviilu.ils. so tliat it 
is not possible to give a description wliich isivers 
every case. 

Sometimes tliese s.rniptoms are chiefl.v nieiit:il. The 
man suddenl.v loses ids courage, bri-aks into a cold 
sweat and cannot think or act. He iR-comes dazed, 
diR-s not olH'y orders, f»>els sleepy, and tlien in a 
semi-conscious condition wanders off, not knowing 
where he is. If <iuestioned he can give no account 
of himself. d(R‘s not know his name or his n-gi- 
ment. and has no memory of the i>ast. and when 
taken back to a hospital dcR-s not reinemlRT any of 
the past events of his life. Shown pictures of his 
famil.v or letters from his wife, lie ilm's not recog- 
nize tliem, and thus for weeks he ma.v remain in 
tliis state of double consciousness — as it is i-alled — 
or amnesia, incapable of any mental or physical 
activity. Such cases — not unknown in civil life, 
but exceedingly rare — are common anioiut these 
shell-sliock patients and may last for months after 
they have iRen sent hon>e. 

Sometimes the mental state is not one of ob- 
scured consciousness, but rather of excitmnent. 
The mind is continually on tlie qui vive for sights 
aud sounds. The man starts aud runs uiitomatically 
at any noise, jumps or twiches like one with St. 
Vitus’ dance, or trembles like one with shaking 
palsy. Such a man cannot sleiqi, or if he does, 
wakes suddenly with dnaims or visions of liorrid 
sights and sounds — starts up in a tremble, with 
ever.v sign of intense alarm and in a semi-citnscioiis 
state fights all who try to calm or restrain him. He 
may have vivid hallucinations, se«dng the sigiits 
of trench or battle just as if they were going 
on about liim, and manifesting all the emotional 
effects which these sigiits would ordinarily awaken. 
.V Uanadian who had suffered thus, and had ap- 
parently n-covered, was standing on City Hall 
steps at a rec*'iit parade, when an automobile 
tire suddenl.v burst with a sound like a gun. He 
immediatel.v lost all control of himself, ran shout- 
ing through the crt>wd. fought the |R»lice who trie<l 
to restrain him, was in a state of intense excite- 
ment which could not 1m- qiiietml. trembled like a 
leaf and panted us if exhausted and not for four 
hours did he come back to his normal state of 
mind — and then he had no memory of what had 
occurred. — Scribners.

Harry bled almost white lR‘fore one of his «-om- 
rades did a bad Job of bandaging. .V tirst-aid band- 
age put on b.v an ordinary soldier is almost always 
pulled so tight that it does more harm than giMKl. 

When Harry hnally got taken to the hospital his 
arm was i:i a bail way. 'I’lie germs from the old 
far:u soil had K‘en busy and the arm was dying 
from gas gangnnie. When an arm or leg gets a 
dose of this kind of gaugn-ue it turns into a regular 
gas plant. The skin puffs out and crackles like a 
ilried bladder when touclied. Amputation is the 
only hoiK'. 'I'liey called Harry lucky lH‘cause he lost 
only his arm aud didn’t die, as many do when at- 
tacked b.v this gas gangrene that comes from the 
germs in old farm land. — The DiR-ket.
